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PUPILS at Our Lady 
of Grace School have 
proved that they are 
more than just the sum 
of their parts when 
they embarked on their 
second annual week 
of maths and problem 
solving. 

The five-day event 
saw the Charlton- 
based primary 

school celebrating 
maths together, with 
different events each 
day aimed at helping 
pupils develop their 
own strategies to 
solve problems so 
they become confident 
mathematicians. 

The highlight of 
the week was on 
Wednesday which saw 
a problem solving day 
ran by the school’s 
specialist maths 
teacher, Amanda 
Steenkamp, with the 
help of Plumstead 
Manor students. 

Working in pairs, the 
children were tasked 
with solving around 
80 problems in an 
hour. 


The maths taks were 
set out on different 
stations around the 
school hall. 

• The government 
confirmed in 
December that every 
single primary 
school in the royal 
borough is meeting 
the national target of 
making sure at least 
65 per cent of pupils 
reach the expected 
level for 11-year- 
olds in reading, 
maths and writing. 
Only 21 other local 
authorities can make 
this claim - out of 
152 in England. 

With 86 per cent 
of the borough’s 
11 -year-olds 
achieving the 
expected standard 
in reading, writing 
and maths, compared 
with the national 
average of 79 per 
cent, Greenwich is 
the fourth best in the 
country.

Illegal cigarettes cost 
shopkeeper £5,800 


A RAID on a Woolwich 
newsagent by police with 
sniffer dogs, customs and 
council trading standards 
officers, discovered 6,600 
illegal cigarettes in the 
basement. 

It led to shop owner 
Jashbhai Patel of JB Patel 
and Son in Woolwich 
New Road being ordered 
to pay a total of £5,891 
in fines, costs and 
victim surcharges when 
he appeared before 
Magistrates at Bexley on 
Monday, January 26. 

The raid uncovered 
6,600 cigarettes which 
had no health warning 
in English or customs 
duty paid on them. They 
also failed a safety test 
designed to measure the 
fire risk of cigarettes 


left alight. Patel pleaded 
guilty to all charges. 

The raid was one of 78 
made with sniffer dogs 
on shops in the borough 
last year. Seizures of 
goods were made at 29 
of them. They included 
17,300 cigarettes, 48kgs 
of chewing tobacco, and 
630 litres of spirits and 
wine. The total value was 
estimated at more than 
£17,000. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the 
royal borough’s cabinet 
member for community 
safety and environment, 
said: “We take a serious 
view of anyone who is 
selling tobacco or alcohol 
illegally, and we will not 
hesitate to press for a 
prosecution. 

“Sales of illegal tobacco 


and alcohol have 
damaging consequences 
for the health of our 
communities, and 

affect businesses which 
operate honestly. 

Cheap illegal tobacco 
helps encourage young 
people to start smoking, 
and discourages older 
smokers from giving up 
the habit.”

THE Royal Borough of 
Greenwich has been ordered by 
the Information Rights Tribunal 
to release the full version of 
a viability study concerning 
the Greenwich Peninsula 
development. 

This looked at whether the 
Peninsula development would 
be viable without revising 
the provisions concerning 
affordable housing. 


Tribunal ruling 


The council had previously 
disclosed the study but 
redacted key financial figures 
and assumptions underlying 
the assessment, because this 
would adversely affect the 
confidentiality of commercial 
information. The tribunal 
agreed that commercial 
confidentiality would be 


affected, but ruled that this 
was outweighed by the 
public interest in disclosing 
the information. The public 
interest in openness about the 
figures was very strong and 
ordered them to be disclosed.

Health campaigners from the borough’s 
Healthy Living team already offer stop 
smoking advice for smokers who want 
to quit. Now visitors to a roadshow can 
learn about the seven tips on making 
their homes and cars smoke free as well 
as get a free lung and carbon monoxide 
test, support with quitting smoking and 
a free fire safety check. 

It’s all part of a campaign in partnership 
with Charlton Athletic Community Trust 
and the London Fire Brigade. 

At the centre is a roadshow which runs 
from February 10 to April 11 around 
Greenwich where visitors can get a free 
lung and carbon monoxide test, support 
with quitting smoking, a free fire safety 
check and learn about the seven tips on 
making their homes and cars smoke 
free. 

Suggestions include setting up a 
smoking area outside, removing ashtrays, 
lighters and tobacco in the home and car

Voluntary 
groups to 
get a share 
of £16m 
funding 


VOLUNTARY groups and charities 
will continue in their vital role 
of providing vital services to the 
community thanks to a council 
funding decision worth £16.8 million. 

The council’s cabinet approved the 
figure at their meeting in January. 

Applications for what is called third 
sector commissioning began last 
summer. It gave local organisations, 
including voluntary groups and 
charities, the chance to ask for finance 
to fund community-based services and 
projects, particularly those involving 
vulnerable and disadvantaged children 
and adults. 

Projects applying for funding covered 
counselling and advocacy for older 
people, tackling domestic violence 
and hate crime, support for child 
carers and children with disabilities, 
debt management and homelessness, 
community centres, arts organisations 
and housing schemes for young people. 

Councils elsewhere have drastically or 
completely cut their funding for the arts 
but Royal Greenwich is still one of the 
biggest local authority funders of arts 
and culture - boosting the borough’s 
reputation as a major centre for culture. 
Several local organisations have 
received Third Sector funding, including 
Greenwich Theatre, Greenwich Dance 
and Greenwich & Lewisham Young 
People’s Theatre while the Arts and 
Culture Community Fund is also still 
available to support a range of arts & 
culture projects across the borough. 

A total of 80 applications were received 
from different organisations. They were 
invited to meetings to hear about the 
council’s key priorities and get advice on 
making their applications. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the council’s 
cabinet member for community well- 
being and public health, said: 

“Despite the huge budgetary challenges 
we face, we can be confident that we’ve 
delivered a fair and open commissioning

process which allows third sector 
organisations to support our clear 
priorities for the next four years. 

“This package will support many of 
our most vulnerable people. By securing 
agreement for the next four years, we 
are also enabling local groups to have a 
period of financial security and stability 
during uncertain times. We would like 
to thank all those who submitted their 
applications, and we now look forward 
to working with our partners to increase 
further the targeted support for people 
across the royal borough.”

WILLOW Dene is one of five schools 
in the royal borough for children with 
a variety of special needs. The others 
are: 

Charlton Park Academy in Charlton 
Park Road, which is a secondary 
school for pupils with severe and 
complex special educational needs. 

It includes a small residential unit 
for pupils admitted with complex 
medical health care needs who 
require an extended education. 
Waterside Primary in Robert Street, 
Plumstead, which is a special needs 
school working with children who 


have emotional and behavioural 
difficulties. The children are taught in 
smaller classes and learn to deal with 
the issues that they are referred for, 
as well as having access to a full and 
creative curriculum. 

Newhaven Pupil Referral Unit in 
Newhaven Gardens, Eltham, which 
provides full-time education for 
secondary-age students not in 
mainstream education. They have 
a range of needs, including having 
been excluded from another school 
previously, non-attendance due to 
illness, looked-after children new 


to the borough, and those with 
behavioural difficulties that could 
lead to exclusion. 

Moatbridge in Eltham Palace Road, 
which is a secondary school for boys 
with special educational needs. 
These can include emotional and 
behavioural difficulties and students 
who are at the high end of Autistic 
Spectrum. Its aim is to help pupils 
enter the adult world or work, 
further education or training as well- 
balanced, informed adults who will 
benefit the community in which they 
live and work.

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A FTER three years’ work a £14 million rebuild has 
turned Willow Dene special school into an ultra- 
modern new learning centre for its 163 pupils. 
The official grand opening of the Plumstead school 
took place last Thursday (February 5), when pupils, 
parents, staff and governors were joined by the 
Mayor of Royal Greenwich Cllr Mick Hayes, deputy 
council leader Cllr John Fahy, and other guests. 

The new buildings mean the whole school can 
be under one roof for the first time. Facilities now 
include a brand new warm water pool, and 25 light and 
airy classrooms with specialist equipment to meet 
children’s specific needs. 

The school has been closely involved in the design 
of the redevelopment which includes unique 
provision for two-year-olds along with a range of 
specialist learning environments including a 
high-tech sensory room and ball pools. There 
is also a sensory garden where children 
can learn outdoors, outside spaces next to 
every classroom, and specially-designed 
balconies for those not at ground level. 
The new school has wide corridors 
which make it easier for children 
to move around the building and 
learn in communal spaces. There 
are also facilities for conferences, 
a room for parents, and a base for 
therapists and nurses. 

The project has been funded by the royal borough 
together with government grants including £l.lm 
from the royal borough towards the warm water pool. 

Willow Dene is the only primary special school in 
the borough which meets the needs of children with a 
wide range of special educational needs. 

Cllr Fahy, who is also the royal borough’s cabinet 
member for children’s services, said: “This is a 






tremendous project and I’m thrilled that we are now 
able to offer pupils at Willow Dene such excellent 
facilities for learning. The new school building is quite 
stunning. 

“Willow Dene’s pupils are among our 
most vulnerable, and it is tremendous 
to see them enjoying access to 
such high-quality educational 
and therapy facilities. I have no 
doubt that Willow Dene school 
will continue to be a centre of 
excellence for years to come.” 

One of the school’s two co 
headteachers Carolyn Vagg 
said: “For many years, 
children and adults at 
Willow Dene made 
the very best of the 
old buildings, which 
were well below the 
standard needed. 

They achieved this 
through hard work, 
commitment and the 
determination to succeed. 

“Now we have a modern, purpose 
built school which affords even 
greater opportunities for teaching and 
learning and which, with its up-to-date 
facilities, more closely reflects the diverse 
and complex needs of our growing school 
population. Her fellow co headteacher 
Rachel Harrison added: “Whenever we walk 
into our new building it is with a sense of 
wonderment and a daily reminder of the 
aspiration we hold for our children - ‘seeing 
possibilities, realising dreams’.”

Under the conditions of your tenancy agreement, you have 
a responsibility to leave your property in an acceptable state 
of repair.

Take the Heart 
Month challenge 

FEBRUARY is Heart Month and the royal borough is 
joining GPs at NHS Greenwich Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG) in encouraging residents to take on the 
British Heart Foundation Heart Month Challenge and 
make one small change, every day. One in four of people 
in the UK are lost to heart and circulatory disease each year, 
almost 160,000 deaths a year and an average of 440 people 
each day. The disease kills more women than men and 
there are currently seven million people in the UK living 
with heart and circulatory disease. 

However, taking just 1 0 minutes each day to make 
tiny changes to your lifestyle can lower your risk of 
conditions such as heart attack and stroke. 

The challenges that make up the Heart Month Challenge 
are easy to do, don't need any extra equipment and are 
suitable for the home and most workplaces. For example 
you can: 

• swap your usual snacks for healthy alternatives, such 
as fruit or nuts, 

• fit 1 0 more minutes of exercise into your day by 
getting off the bus early or parking further away, or 

• plan a rainbow workplace meal by including as many 
different colours of fruit and veg as possible. 

Local GP and chair of NHS Greenwich CCG Dr Ellen 
Wright told GT: "75% of cardiovascular disease is 
preventable and making the smallest of changes can 
help pave the way towards a healthier heart."

Sport support fund invites 
O athlete applications

AMBITIOUS young athletes have 
the chance to get support for 
their sport, thanks to Greenwich 
Starting Blocks which launches 
its latest round of funding this 
month. 


The Starting Blocks Trust set up 
to help young people develop their 
sporting talents launched its annual 
invitation to talented competitors 
who have until February 20 to apply 
for funding. 

Starting Blocks athletes receive a 
wide range of support to allow them 
to achieve their potential - from 
grants of up to £1,250 for travel and 
equipment, to free access to sports 
centres run by Greenwich Leisure 
Limited, the borough’s leisure 
partner. Over 75 athletes are set to get 
support valued at more than £40,000. 

Since 2008 the charity has provided 
over 300 athlete awards and Starting 
Blocks athletes have enjoyed success 
at every level. The 2012 London 
Olympics included three locals 
backed by the charity - including 
weightlifter Zoe Smith, triple-jumper 
Tosin Oke and Gemma Gibbons, who 
clinched a silver medal in Judo. 
Tosin Oke, who is also a Greenwich 
Starting Blocks ambassador, told 
GT: “Sport at the highest level is 
expensive from travel to training 
and competition, to medical 
treatment and supplements. Every 
source of support helps - it truly 


does. I have been supported by 
Greenwich Starting blocks since 2012, 
and its support was a big reason I 
became an Olympic finalist. With this 
continued support, I certainly hope 
to progress over the next year in the 
lead up to Rio 2016”. 

Now retired, paralympian Andy 
Barrow previously told GT about the 
importance of the support he received 
from Starting Blocks in the run up to 
the Paralympics where he represented 
Great Britain in wheelchair rugby. 
He said: “Being able to go to a local 
gym for me was a big thing, because 
it meant I didn’t have far to travel to 
train. It meant I could spend more 
time at home with my family, which 
was a huge benefit. 

“The funding really helped with 
the intangibles that people don’t 
see. Sponsors often want to provide 
something tangible, but this gave 
access to services which were of real 
benefit, particularly in some of the 
ambassadors’ cases.” 

The Starting Blocks Trust also hosts 
an annual gala dinner to celebrate the 
achievements of its local competitors. 
A record number of guests and 
supporters attended last year’s 
event, raising a significant amount 
of additional money to benefit the 
charity’s many young athletes.
